Phe annual meeting of the Bourd of Directors of the National Radio Club 
met at the home of Richard Cooper, “ittanning, Ponnsylvania, on 
September 2, 1951, at 12:4@ PH. Tiose prcsent included: Harold Wagner, 
Fred Van Voorhees, Richard Cooper, Josenon Reilloy, Raloh Johanns, 
Ernest Cooper, Len Kruse and Vice-Prasidcnt S.W. Sullivan. 


The first business brought up vas the mitter regarding Member Randolph 


Hunt's letter to several Roard Nembors relative to differences between 
editorship and censorship. The Soard moved to write Member Hunt to the 
effect that in reviewing the action of the 1948 Board of Directors the 


present Board felt that tie vote taken at toat time was not of a person: 


al nature but rather was 2 vote sustaining the editor's right to edit 
reports, The Board further felt that the correspondénce between Member 
Hunt and Editor Cooper was of apers ial nature and though regrettable, 
no action could be taken ou this end of it. 

The Board voted unamimously that in the fubure on the top ten (10) 
membors' names elected to the Board of Directors should be published 
jin DX tiews. towever, upon request any member sliall be advised of the 
full election results. 

Board ifember VanVoorhees proposed a Short-Jave Section to our Club 
bulletin. The Board voted to reject this by a 6-1 vote, with VanVoor- 
hees dissenting. Immediately following, VanVoorhees proposed a foreign 
BOB column for the bulletin, as per sample submitted in the Sept. 1,194 
4gsue of DX News, he himself offering to edit the column. Board approv 
ed this unanimously. 

The Board unanimously voted to leave the CPC Chairman the right to 
arrange any and ali special programs that he and his committee sees fit 
witr no limitations whatsoever. 

‘Phe Board voted to have Exceutive Secretary Jagner enclose a prints 
letter with the DX News to stations giving our club specials. This 
letter would request the names and addresses of reporters not members 
of the WRG. It was decided tat Wamner would compose such letter and 
Dick Cooper arrange its printing. 

The Board Chairman read the financial report for the year submitte 
by the Executive Secretary, weicls report showed that the club was in 
good financial condition with no outstanding indebtedness. Current 
elub dues are to remain the same for the ensuing year. 

ember Gorsuch submitte:! to tho Board a contest plan which was 
thoroughly discussed and at length voted upon in favor of such plan. 
Full details of contest are to be published in the September 22, 1951 
$scue. This contest involves a special list of 150 stations and doses 
not include any DX specials. The Contest Manager witl be Robert Gor suc 


A separate contest for DX Specials ONLY was decided upon by the Board. 
Tt would follow the same patterm as the contest of the past two years. 
Garrohl Seth volunteered to serve us Manager for this DX Specials 
Contest. Dotails will appear in 9 forth-coming issue of the club 
bulletin.
